LONDON, Nov. 3—Violent fighting continues to mark the Aus- 
tro-German attempts to penetrate the plain of Roumania south ,of 
Kronstadt and Hermannstadt, and towards Bucharest. The stiff of- 
fensive of the Roumanians is yielding slowly to the blows of Austro- 
German artillery and infantry about Predeal, and Berlin announces 
further progress south of the frontier, 

East of Predeal, however, the Roumanians advancing in the Bu- 
zeu Valley had driven the invaders back over the frontier in the re- 
gion of Table Butzi. They also have taken Mount Siriul and Tatur- 
umio, along the Transylvanian border southeast of Kronstadt. 

South of Hermannstadt, in the region of Rothenthurm Pass, the | 
Austro-Germans have extended their lines and captured an additional 
350 prisoners. West of Rothenthurm and in the Prahova Valley the 
Roumanians are holding their ground, 

In the Austro-Italian war theatre further Italian successes in the 
zone from Gorizia to the Adriatic, with the capture of 3,500 more pris- 
oners were reported today. A number of important vantage points 
were taken by the Italians, who also maintained their successes of the 
previous days, 

On the eastern front fighting has taken place east of Kovel, in 
Volhynia, and southeast of Lemberg, in Galicia. Berlin announces the

The ves- 
sel left Piraeus at 7 o'clock in the 
evening, having on board 150 officers

'to join the national defense movement. 

After nightfall the Angelika was sail- 

ing off Pleves with all her lights

“At 9 o'clock the vessel, according to 
captain, who has just returned to 
us, was torpedoed without the 
htest warning, The torpedo struck 

her amidships, but as she was sailing 
| near shore the captain had time to 
| turn her head toward land and beach 
{her, thus saving many :tves. 

“It is believed fifty persons perished 
bes the result of the explosion of the 
torpedo. Another Greek vessel came 
along and encountered the submarine 
and was warned, net, to go to the as- 
sistance of the Angelika ‘under pain 
of being torpedoed also, The lack of 
help resulted in the loss of lives which 
might have been saved,”

|“NOT GUILTY” 


IS VERDICT IN 
HELMBOLT CASE 


Justice Ives Charged Strong: 
ly in Favor Of 
Accused 


HELMBOLT WILL 
RETURN TO SARCEE 


Before Rejoining Battalion 
Spends Two Days at 
Coronation

STETTLER, Nov. 3—'Gentlemen of 
the jury, have you reached a verdict,” 
formally questioned his Hon. Mr, Jus- 
tice Ives at 3;10 this afternoon. “We 
have,” was the answer, “in unison.” 

“Then declare your verdict through 
your foreman.” 


“Not guilty.” was the reply, and 
thus ended one of the most sensation- 
al trials which have ever been heard 
in the criminal courts of Alberta. 
Thomas Helmbolt had stood accused 
of the murder of Sergt. Frank White- 
side, representative of the Coronation 
constituency in the legislature of Al- 
berta. No denial was ever made that 
Thos, Helmbolt, bosom friend ef 
Whiteside for years, had fired the fat- 
al shots, nor was any denial made that 
Whiteside had won his way into the 
affections of the wife of the accused. 
Neither did the defence try to prove 
that Mrs. Helmbolt had been altogeth- 
er blameless, However, it was not the 
“Unwritten Law" which led to the ver- 
dict of the jury. The plea of self de- 
fence was so absolutely proven. that 
the jury had to deliberate for only a 
few moments before returning the 
verdict, 

It was the evidence of Mrs. Helm- 
bolt herself that exhonorated her hus- 
band. It was she who first told’ that 
Whiteside had come to. thetr home 
with a revolver and had levelled it at 
her husband. One shot was fired and 
evidence was brought to prove that 
the reason that more shots were not 
fired by Whiteside was simply be- 
cause of a mechanical imperfection of 
the weapon. It cannot be said that 
the decision of the jury was a surprise 
for when Hon. Justice Ives had finish- 
ed his address to the jury it’ was eyi- 
dent in the minds of all how at least 
his honor felt in the matter. 

When the jury had announced its 
verdict, each man of the six having re- 
peated the decision in answer to “his 
name, Hon, Justice {ves asked the 
prisoner to arise 

‘You have heard the verdict, Thom- 
as Helmbolt, and you are now a free 
man, You told Captain Meers the 
night of the tragedy that you felt jJus- 


| tified in the eyes of God and man, and 


that you were justified in the eyes of 
man is proven by this verdict. But 
before going I want to remind you to 
always remember the debt of gratitude 
that you owe to your wife for what she 
had done for you.” 

Tonight absolutely reconciled, Mr, 
and Mrs. Helmbolt left for Corona- 
tion. Helmbolt had been given a two- 
days’ leave from his battalion, and 
then he will again join his comradés 
at Sarcee and complete his training 
preparatory for his departure’ for 
overseas, 

Stettier, Nov. 3-——At one-forty this 
afternoon Mr, Justice ives finished his 
charge to the jury, and the court ad- 
jJcurned until two o'clock, The entire 
morning was taken up by the address 
to the jury by the Hon, A. G. Macknay, 
‘this was followla by a carefully 
worded charge to the jury by Mr. Jus- 
tree Ives, The judge's summing up 
Was apparently in favor of acquittal, 
although he conelnded with the atate- 
ment that the final verdict was in the 
lands ef the jurymen alone. 

The indication given last night that 
the Crown might call a few more wit- 
nesses this morning was not fulfilled, 
ind when the court was called at tan 
o'clock thie morning Hon. A. G. 
McKay, K.C., began his address to the 
jury. This address Was a masterful 
summary of the evidence, and was 
concluded at 13,30. It was followed by 
the summary of the case for the 
crown, delivered by J .W, Heffernan, 

After defining the difference be- 
tween murder and manslaughter, Mr. 
Justice Ives safd to the jury, “If 
Helmbolt belleved, as he said, that 
Lis wife was in danger, and if you be- 
lieve him, he was justified in protect- 
ine his wife, end if you believe the 
sicry to that point then you must 
ecaulit him,” , 

Speaking ef the evidence given by 
the accused, he said, “you judge a 
toan's evidence as you estimate his 
character. In so far as Mrs. Helm- 
bolt's evidence is concerned, the story 
of her weakness is not relative, ex- 
cept as you believe or disbelieve it.” 

Later on, speaking of the first letter 
written by Whiteside to Mrs, Helm- 
bolt, which was written to Edmonton 
during the session of parliament, he 
seid, “T am bound to say that it te 
entirely one of the cleverest docu- 
inents that T have ever seen; it was 
ae vilish,”* 

Later on, speaking of the evidence 
given by Fawdrey, the star witness of 
the Crown, the judge said, “I have 

riore respect for that woman, Mrs, 
1" elmbolt, than I have for a man like 
awdrey.’ 

The statement by Whiteside, the 
aying declaration ,also came in for 
some very keen criticism by the judge. 
Speaking of Whiteside’s statement 
that he had an idea that Helmbolt 
wanted to see him because of a fow 
“personal testimonials from Mra 
Hielmbolt filched from him at the 
camp,” the judge said, “I can’t char- 
:cterize that statement as in any way 
approaching «4 mnistake on the part of 
Whiteside, and he knew the descrip- 
tion given to be absolutely inapt and 
inaccurate,” 

Referring again to the dying de- 
claration, his honor said Whiteside's 
desire to see Mr, Fawdry only arose 
after he had put on his shoes to go 
out, It has been shown that White- 
fie had said that he would put the 
letters in his safe in the Castor of- 
fice, as Mr, Fawdry could be trusted, 
Then his statement says: ‘I secured

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CITY SCHOOLS DENTAL CLINIC 


SHOWING SPLENDID RESULTS 


Co-operation of Members of Dental Association’ is Greatly Appre- 
ciated by School Board—Epidemic of Chicken Pox 
is Reported 


How the Edmonton publie school 
children are being Jooked after in the 
Way of dental treatment, and the 


vaine of thiy treatment, was brought 
to tha notice of the school board on 
Thursday night, when the school 
health officer made some statements 
as to the first year’s working of the 
sehool dental clinic. 

Dr. Dunn stated that during the 
yenr 224 days had been given to the 
work, 257 patients were received, 817 
fillings of decayed teeth were carried 


out, there were 267 treatments and 
427 oxtractions, Ail the work had 
been done on permanent teeth, ex- 


cept the extractions, 

Alluding to this particular point, 
Dr. Dunn said that it showed how 
much could bé accomplished by hav- 
ing these cases taken care of early, 
and not allowing decay to pecome ser- 


ious, A hich percentage of the per- 
manent teeth reported for the first | 
time, if not filled before the sarond 


notice was sent, were either badly de- 
cayed or lost, which made it impera- 
tive to take care of Lhese cases within 
one year efter the first notice. 

Commenting upon the extent of the 
work, Dr. Dunn said:— 

“When the work was commenced 
first we undertook to treat all cases, 
and oa great deal of the energy of the 
dentists and the time of the patients 
was consumed treating teeth with ex- | 
tensive decay. This has been found) 
te be impracttenble with our present | 


equipment, so we decided to eliminate cases; scarlet fever, 


all cases roquiring extensive treatmont 
and confine the work to teeth not 
badly decayed, when each dentist 
conld complete at the one sitting 
whartever filling® he began That has 
made a wonderful difference in the 
number of patients whith the clinic 
cnn treat." 
Generosity of Dentists, 

SpewKing as to the value of 
work upon the general health and 
well-being of the children, and the 
fact that it had been made largely 
possible by thé generosity and inter- 
est of the members of the dental pro- 
fession in the city, Dr. Dunn laid 
stress upon the fact that no child had 
been debarred: from the advantages of 
treatment by reason of the parents 
being poor, Dr. Dunn said;— 

“The co-operation of the members 
of the Dental association, which has 
made this result possible, should be 
and we believe has been appreciated 
by the community generally, and es- 
pecially by those immediately con- 
cerned, as it means a great deal to 
the general health, efficiency and 
school progress of those pupils.” 

The board expresse@d the greatest 
satisfaction with the work that is be- 
ing done, and also their indebtedness 
to the dentists, remarking that they 
were sure that when the public had 
news of this work being carried out 
that the help of the dentists would be 
fully appreciated.

SCHAEFER AND 
SLOSSON WERE 
GREAT RIVALS 


Some of Hardest Fought Contests 
in Clicking Ivories Between 
This Pair 


In the history of billiards there 
never were two more closely matched 
rivals than the late Jacob Schaefer 
and George Slosson, Although Schae- 
fer, by reason of his brillancy gener- 
ally, was accorded the palm, yet a 
sumary of their big matches, extend- 
ing over a period of about 20 years, 
shows that the plodding “Student” 
won as many matches as Schaefer. 


Slosson, now instructor at the City 
Club of Boston, still thinks that 
Schaefer was the hardest opponent 


he ever faced in the day when they 
were in their prime. 

One of the most notable finishes 
made by Jake against George occurred 
in the second world’s championship 
at the three-ball game, staged January 
23 to February,10, at Cooper Institute, 
New York. The main prize was the 
Brunswick-Balke-Collender Company's 
emblem and $1,000, The prize-win- 
ners were: Schaefer (1,000), Slosson 
(600), Sexton (300), Daly (200), those 
finishing outside the money being 
Garnier, Gallagher, Rudolphe and 
Heiser. Slosson, Daly and Gallagher 
are the only surviving members 
this octet, 

Although Slosson had the best aver- 
age of 37.60 he was unfortunate 
enough to encounter Daiy at his best, 
the latter getting a run of 370, the 
best in his career to that date. Daly 
won, and this reverse made it neces- 
sary for Slosson to defeat Schaefer in 
order to tie him for first place. 

There was intense excitement when 
they met, the hall being crowded, and 
hundreds turned away. Thousands of 
dollars were wagered, and it looked 
like easy money for Slosson’s support- 
ers. 

Schaefer had only 
string, while Slosson, 
phenomenal form, 
points of game. 

Before it got as close as this Schae- 
fer supporters had torn up their cards 
and left the hall in disguest. 

Slosson missed, and Schaefer getting 
the balls together ran 283. He was 
still so fay behind that no one con- 
ceded him a chance. Again Slosson 
missed, and Schaefer, giving another 
demonstration of his wonderful nerve, 
again began to count rapidly. He 
reached the century mark, and con- 
tinued counting until he had turned 
the second century. By this time the 
huge crowd was in a state of tense 
excitement, Jake kept going, and ran 
out his string of 600 points with an

Slosson had high run of 464 for this 
tournament, Schaefer's best mark 
being 876. Jake won seven straight 
games, Slosson, being beaten by 
Schaefer and Daly, only one match 
Was played subsequently for this em- 
blem, Schaefer defeating Slosson 
1,000 to 690 at MeCormick hall, Chi- 
cago, May 15, of the same year, a side 
waged of $1,000 going with the em- 
blem. 

Slosson’s match with Schaefer in 
this tournament, and his one with 
Frank Ives, in the 18-1 championship 
at Madison Square Garden in Novem 
ber, 1897, he considers two of the most 
remarkable in his career, 

In this match Ives had six points to 
go, while Slosson was trailing over 100 
points to the rear, Although Slosson 
was in fine stroke and confident, he 
had been unable to get an opening, but 
after Ives had missed, Slosson got in 
a big run, and, following another miss 
by Ives, he ran the game out, giving 
him four straight wins and first prize 
of $1,406.50 and the Brunswick em- 
blem. 

In this tournament, [ves made his 
record run of 140, averaging 31,25 in 
that game, Schaefer finished second, 
Ives third, Daly fourth and Sutton

The Labor Department says the 
cost of supporting a workingman’s 
family per week has gone up two 
dollars since 1911. And if the 
estimate errs it is on the side of 
moderation. 


The Quebec Government’s con- 
tribution of a million dollars to 
the Patriotie fund should go far 
toward correcting the somewhat 
prevalent notion that Mr. Bour- 
assa speaks for the people of that 
province. He never has voiced 
the view of more than a compara- 
tively small fraction of them. His 
followers who occupy seats in the 
House of Commons represent the 
maximum strength he has ever at- 
tained, and they occupy decidedly 
less than half the Quebec seats. 
As each of them was elected by a 
fraction more than half the votes 
in his constituency, at the utmost 
they could not be presumed to re- 
fleet the views of more than one- 
quarter of the people of the pro- 
vinee. And it must be remem- 
bered that this parliamentary con- 
tingent was created by the com- 
bined votes of the Nationalists and 
of so many Conservatives as could 
be got to vote for Nationalist ean- 
didates under persuasion of their 
party organization. Eliminating 
the latter, the voters who can be 
counted as out-and-out Bourassa- 
ites must be a pretty small frae- 
tion of the entire electorate. Yet, 
thanks to the noise he has made, 
and to the distinction conferred 
upon him by the inelusion of his 
lieutenants in the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, Mr. Bourassa has been 
somewhat generally accepted as 
speaking the mind of Quebee on 
imperial questions and in refer- 
eee to the war. Sir Lomer 
Gouin is taking.a very effective 
way of correcting that impression, 
by contributing provincial money 
lo the Patriotic fund, and chal- 
lenging. Mr. Bourassa to do whut 
he likes about it. If the Federal 
Ministers would only play up to 
Sir Lomer Gouin’s lead— by going 
into Quebec and carrying on a re- 
cruiting campaign designed to 
bring the knowledge of the facts 
home to the publie—the chanees 
are that enlistment from that pro- 
vinee would soon astonish the rest 
of the country as this contribution 
has done. Quebee people have 
been to some extent misled, but 
more misrepresented, and_ still 
more misunderstood. Seing dif- 
ferent in race and language, they 
did not respond so readily as the 
people of other provinees to the 
call to arms, and could not in rea- 
son be expected to do so, What 
was needed to enlist their entiu- 
siasm was that Kultur should he 
put plainly and foreefully hefove 
them as threatening themselves, 
their homes, and their liberty— 
not merely the prestige and might 
of a ‘‘British’? Empire. That 
has not been done, and the result 
has been what was to be foreseen, 
It is not too late to mend matters 
vet.

Now he has the upper hand, and nei- 
ther he nor the nation behind him will 
agree to a victory on points, He will 
pound and pound and pound until he 
gives the enemy the knock-out and 
leaves him battered and helpless in 
the dust.

task, It is most powerfully organ- 
ized, Its outstanding characteristic, 
to my mind, is its healthiness—a for- 
midable healthiness, kept up by gigan- 
tic supplies of provisions, It is 
equally clean and smart, morally and 
| physically, Every day it has its tub 
and takes its tea. With unfailing 
good humor it adapts itself imperturb- 
ably to the inclemencies of the wea- 
ther, to the mud of the trenches, and to 
| hard blows from the enemy, It re- 
minds one of some splendid athlete 
with every limb trained to the utmost 
and in such good physical condition 
that he can take any amount of pun- 
ishment from his adversary, though at 
the same time he is ready and alert to 
choose the right moment for giving it 
back=a fighter who seems cut out to 
win his fight smiling.

Seven Millions Presents Big Prob. 
lem Even Though Millions 
of Dollars Given 


Recalling the German claim that 
Belzium is doing nothing for her 
people—permitting them to starve, the 
starvation inflicted by the Genaan oc- 
cupants of the country, a Dutch news- 
paper shows that up to the end of 
October, 1915, the Belgian govern- 
ment and Belgians throughout the 
world had given nearly $65,000,000 to- 
wards that needed for revictualling 
the people. 

Belgium is doing her part—doing 
all she can and all that she can he 
expected to do considering the terrible 
blow that fell on the nation, and the 
Way she stemmed the onrush of the 
German forces while Britain prepared. 

Thus the Dutch paper explodes the

About half an hour is required 
tor the cooking. Chinese sauce, the 
cenly foreign ingredient, may be order 
ed at any grocery. It has the taste of 
fermented New Orleans molasses 
lighly salted. In American cho; 
suey there is much more gravy ,and it 
is only slightly thickened. Chinese 
pctatoes or water chestnuts and bam 

boo (sold in cans) is sometimes add 

ea. Other meat, such as beef tender 
rin, chicken, Cuck, turkey, fish, oys- 
ters or lobsters may be used, in which 
cose button mushrooms are used and 
the onion and much of the celery are 
emitted. The time of cooking varier 
with the kind of meat.

NEWS OF THE DISTRICT 


COOKING LAKE. 


Kulletin Correspondence, 

The war has taken a heavy tol) from 
this district. During the past week 
no less than four of our brave boys 
have been reported killed and one 
missing. 

Friday brought the 
fHlarry Fullerton, Jack Moneypenny 
and J. B. Brown had made the su- 
preme sacrifice, while a telegram re- 
ceived on Tuesday morning made a 
sinilar announcement with regard to 
Yarworth Owen. The greatest sym- 
pathy is felt throughout the entire 
neighborhood with the relatives of 
the deceased young soldiers who had 
given their lives for motherland and 
freedom. 

Harry Fullerton was with the 49th 
Battalion, and was killed in action on 
the Somme front Sunday, October 
th. He came of a fighting stock and 
belonged to one of the fine old Trish 
families, being borne in Armagh. 
Many of his ancestors on both sides 
were distinguished military and naval 
officer’, and fought on various fields 
and seas threughout the world. His 
great grandfather led the “forlorn 
hope" at Badajiz, and another ancestor 
served with Admiral Keppel. His 
father (now over 76 years, and quite 
blind) was an eminent architect in the 
city of Armagh, where the tamily | j 
resided for many years. About fifteen 
years ago they took up their residence } 
in London and afterwards near the 
famous New Forest, Hampshire. 

A few years ago the boys decided 
to seek their fortune in Canada, 
finally settling down at Cooking Lake, 
where they secured a farm. Subse- 
quently the father, s:other and two 
sisters joined them, where they resid- 
ed till last spring. Soon after the out- 
break of the war the eldest boy, Frank, 
joined the 19th Alberta Dragoons, and 
some months later Harry joined the 
49th Battalion, while the youngest 
brother, Jack, enlisted with the 63rd,

and is now with the Ist Canadian 
Pioneers. 
With all the boys at the front, the 


family found it impossible to work the 
farm, so they disposed of their interest 
in it last spring, and now reside in 
Edmonton. Harry was about 25 
years of age, and wes deservedly 
popular with all classes in this dis- 
trict, where his early death is sincerely 
mourned, 

On the very same day that the tele- 
gram announcing Harry's death was 
received another telegram arrived 
stating that Lieut. Frank Fullerton 
was among the missing. This second 
message, coming as an additional 
shock, accentuated the sorrow of the 
family. Frank was 27 years and a 
splendid specimen of young Jrish man- 
hood. He left with the 19th Dragoons, 
under colonel Jamieson, and was 
transferred to the Royal Flying Corps 
from the Cadet School. He obtained 
his commission last July The tele- 
gram reports him missing since 22nd 
October, 

The loss that has befallen the Owens 
family is equally pathetic with that of 
the Fullerton family. 

The three brothers, Yarworth, Cecil 
and Hector, joined the 51st Battalion 
in August of last year. The two eldest, 
Yarworth and Cecil, were twins and 
had not attained their eighteenth 
birthday when they joined. The twin 
brothers were attending school up to 
the day they enlisted, indeed they may 
have been said to have literally step- 
ped from the school to. the camp. 
They left Edmonton with their Bat- 
talion for overseas in April last, and 
soon afterwards found themselves in 
the trenches. Hector, the youiipest, 
was the first to taste fire and has been 
wounded on three different occasions. 
When last heard from he was in the 
military hospital, Brighton, and was 
about to be transferred to the Con- 
valescent Home at Epsom. After- 
wards he expected to get sick leave, 
and hoped to be able to visit his 
friends in North Wales, 

On the 11th October two telegrams 
were received from Ottawa, one stat- 
ing that Hector was wounded on the 
knee, and the other that Yarworth 


was badly wounded in the chest, both

tained of his recovery, till the tele- 
grom announcing his death arrived on 
Tuesday morning. The message states 
that his death occurred 29th Septem- 
ber—the day he was wounded, It 
seems inexplicable how such an inter- 
val should elapse between the receipt 
of the two telegrams, seeing that he 
died on the day he was wounded. Both 
boys received their wounds in action 
on the Somme, and Cecil was in the 
same engagement, but fortunately 
escaped unhurt. Yarworth and Cecil 
celebrated their 18th birthday in the 
trenches. The twin brothers were 
deeply attached to each other, The 
three were model youths, whether as 
brothers, sons or companions, and they 
enjoyed the esteem of all who knew 
them. There is a younger brother, 
Noel, who has not yet attained his 
16th birthday, and he, too, was’ most 
anxious to join, but his parents would 
not consent to part with him, being 
of opinion that they had done their 
duty when they sent three sons to the 
front. The family came to this dis- 
trict from North Wales about eight 
years ago, All the boys were born in 
Wales. 

The other two young soldiers who 
lost their lives were well known and 
gree in the district. Private J. 


> Brown lived with his parents on 
their farm a few miles from North 
Gookitie Lake post office. They came 
originally from Scotland. ‘ 


Jack Moneypenny lived at South 
Cooking Lake. 

Before the foregoing casualties oc- 
curred three other men from here lost 
their lives, namely, Stancey Rumsby, 
Alex. Boss and Lamdon Baird, while 
Albert Ferguson, Percy Keen, Albert 
Hillman, William Graham and Wm. 
Monkman were reported wounded in 
action. 

It will be seen from the foregoing 
that Cooking Lake has given largely 
of its best and bravest for King and 
country. 

In view of the gloom that prevails 
throughout the district the Hallowe'en 
celebrations this year were of a very 
subdued character. None of the 
practical jokes or pranks of former 
years were indulged in.

Rye Field Provides Early and Late 
Pasture With Big Yield as Finale 


The fact that such a comparatively small amount of rye is grown 
in the province is undoubtedly not the fault of the soil and climate to 
any considerable measure, By way of proving that the crop. is 
worthy of first place as a combined grain and forage crop producer, 
G, A, Wilkinson, who farms a half section of land north of the city, 
threshed this fall over 40 bushels per acre off a field of 16 acres Which 
was pastured until well into June this year, in addition to feeding a 
large herd of dairy cows until late in the fall of 1915, 

The value of the rye field for pasturage is highly commended by 
Mr. Wilkinson, who says his cows did splendidly when turned on the 


crop last fall when other pasturage was gone, and again this last 
spring before the native grass was well developed, 
Mr. Wilkinson, who formerly owned and farmed what is now 


known as Tuxedo Heights, on the south side of the river, has estab- 
lished a growing dairy and stock farm six miles north of Alberta 
avenue, on Kinnaird street, Here he now has 200 head of hogs and 
about 40 head of dairy cows. 

Another half section owned by Mr. Wilkinson is in the Bon Aec- 
cord district, the place being leased to John Wiiliams, who recently 
completed threshing over 8,000 bushels, machine measure, from the 


227 acres of cultivated land. Mr. Williams’ barley averaged 60 
bushels, while the wheat went about 21, of grade No, 2.

PURE BRED STOCK 
FOR NORTHWEST 


Shipment of Fine Animals from tho 
East Coming to Edmonton, 

A shipment of 105 head of pure- 
bred live stock went through Toronto 
tc the Canadian Western provinces 
from Ontario last week. Cattle, horses, 
sheep and swine were included, and 
had been sent into Toronto from 
as far east as Ottawa, and most of 
the Western counties were represent- 
ed. This shipment was made under 
the direction of the Ontario govern- 
ment live stock superintendent, anil 
all animals included had to be regis- 
tered before they are accepted for 
shipment. 

Many of the animals are such good 
ones that it seems a pity to see them 
going out of this province, but they 
are going to good hands, and will 
Lenefit the country at large when they 
get to their new homes, 

Unloading of the cars will begin at 
Fort Willlam, with next stop at Win- 
bipes; after that, besides places on the 
rvain line of the C.P.R., stations both 
north and south have to be reached, 
and either one or other kind of stock 
has to be set off at intervals until Ed- 
monton is reached, where several 
lorses will be reshipped to points to 
the north and east of that elty. 

This co-operative shipment of 
breeding stock brings about a great 
seving to the individuals who make 
the sales and to the purchasers, but 
gives the manager of the business and 
bis assistants a great deal of work, for 
the successful carrying out of which 
they deserve great credit. The present 
shipment is the largest that has been 
handled up to now, and is phe- 
romenal for the fall season,—Toronto 
Mail and Empire.
